REPORT    OF  THE    SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THE   School    Boakd    and    Citizens    of    the    Town  of 
Lee,  N.  H,  :  — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  third  annual 
report  and  the  sixth  in  the  series  of  the  superintendent's 
reports. 

During  the  past  year  our  three  schools  have  made  com- 
mendable progress  in  efficiency.  The  teachers  have  rendered 
faithful  service  and  the  pupils  for  the  most  part  have  made 
response  by  greater  interest  and  enthusiasm. 

The  chief  features  of  the  year's  work  have  been:  the 
retention  of  the  teachers  throughout  the  year,  the  interior 
repairs,  the  placing  of  blackboards,  the  erection  of  a  flagstaff, 
the  purchase  of  an  Aldine  Reading  Chart  and  the  effective 
reorganization  and  regrading  of  the  classes  at  the  Center 
school,  the  purchase  of  two  music  charts,  of  new  books  for 
the  study  of  history  and  of  teacher's  desk  reference  books  in 
physiology,  arithmetic  and  language,  the  extension  of  the 
home  garden  work  to  all  the  three  schools,  the  growth  of 
interest  in  and  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  the  music, 
the  dramatizing  of  literature  read  and  of  historical  events 
studied  in  the  classroom. 

The  loss  and  waste  due  to  tardiness  and  to  poor  attend- 
ance, while  slightly  less  than  last  year,  is  considerable.  A 
comparison  of  the  attendance  statistics  for  the  past  three 
years  follows  ;

The  parents  apparently  fail  to  realize  the  importance  of 
the  regular  attendance  of  their  children.  The  schools  can- 
not do  the  work  they  should  when  attendance  is  faulty.  A 
glance  at  the  above  table  will  also  show  a  commendable  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  visits  of  citizens.  When  we  remem- 
ber that  "  education  is  the  chief  business  of  a  republic,"  we 
cannot  but  feel  that  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  our  democratic 
ideals  of  intelligent  citizenship  ought  to  bring  a  much  larger 
number  of  people  more  frequently  within  the  schoohouse 
doors. 

Within  a  single  generation  by  the  work  of  our  schools 
the  ideals  that  now  are  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  men  can 
be  entirely  effaced  and  replaced  by  those  of  a  nobler  and 
higher  type.  How  important,  then,  that  every  parent  and 
every  citizen  feel  it  his  duty,  his  privilege  to  aid  in  every 
way  possible  the  work  of  school  officials  in  supplying  the 
boys  and  the  girls  with  the  best  opportunities  and  the  richest 
experiences  that  their  means  will  permit. 

The  work  of  the  North  school  has  changed  within  the 
year,  because  several  former  members  have  moved  from  town 
and  others  have  come  to  take  their  places.  This  change  has 
made  new  adjustments  of  the  program  necessary. 

The  Center  school  has  shown  considerable  gain  in  power 
and  effectiveness.  The  repairs  made  by  the  School  Board, 
the  increase  of  blackboard  space,  and  the  new  charts  have 
given  the  room  a  more  cheerful   and  inviting  aspect  and  at 
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the  same  time  added  to  the  efl&oiency  of  the  instruction.  In 
September  the  number  of  classes  was  reduced  by  a  careful 
re-grading  of  the  pupils  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades. 
This  has  proven  beneficial  in  several  ways — it  has  added 
interest  to  the  classroom  work ;  it  has  made  for  greater 
economy  of  time ;  it  has  given  an  opportunity  for  studying 
the  specfic  deficiencies  of  individual  pupils;  it  has  given  time 
for  the  development  of  work  in  drawing,  music  and  the  lan- 
guage arts. 

The  South  school  has  grown  in  numbers  and  now  has 
every  grade  represented  except  the  seventh.  Necessarily,  the 
time  given  to  a  single  lesson  is  less  than  heretofore.  We  are 
expecting  the  South  Lee  pupil  to  gain  as  much  training  in 
eight  minutes  a  day  as  the  city  child  does  in  one  or  often 
more  recitations  that  average  from  twenty  to  forty  minutes 
according  to  grade.  The  handicap  in  many  cases  is  still 
further  increased  by  the  poorer  attendance  and  the  more 
frequent  illness  of  the  rural  child.  When  consideration  is 
given  to  the  fact  that  a  larger  amount  of  knowledge  must  be 
acquired  by  every  boy  and  every  girl  before  they  leave  the 
elementary  schools,  is  it  surprising  that  no  greater  results  are 
shown  ? 

The  methods  employed  to  improve  the  situation  at  the 
Center  school  will  help  in  solving  the  situation  at  South  Lee, 
provided  that  superintendent  and  teacher  can  depend  upon 
the  parents  to  see  that  all  the  children  are  in  regular  attend- 
ance. Active  co-operation  of  citizens  and  parents  will  go  far 
to  transform  a  school  with  an  ovei'-crowded  program  into  a 
room  where  boys  and  girls,  full  of  enthusiasm  and  self-active, 
are  trained  to  become  Americans  who  "  do  things "  in  the 
world.  As  suggested  in  previous  reports,  much  could  be 
gained  by  occasional  meetings  of  parents  and  teachers  for 
the  discussion  of  school  needs  and  the  formation  of  plans  to 
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satisfy  those  needs.  Elsewhere  Parent-Teacher  Associations 
have  rendered  effective  service  in  increasing  the  scope  of 
school  work  and  in  bringing  together  the  interests  of  the 
country  life  and  of  the  rural  school. 

In  many  rural  communities  where  the  larger  number  of 
pupils  remain  during  noon  intermission,  warm  cocoa  or  a 
soup  or  some  other  nutritious  fluid  is  served  at  the  school- 
room. From  the  standpoint  of  good  health  this  would  be  a 
good  plan  for  us  to  adopt  in  the  Lee  schools. 

The  increase  of  interest  in  home  gardens  and  the  corre- 
lation of  this  work  with  the  nature  study  of  the  classroom 
should  be  a  source  of  gratification.  To  stimulate  gi'eater 
enthusiasm  it  might  be  well  for  some  organization  to  hold  a 
fair  for  the  display  of  the  products  of  these  gardens  and  to 
award  prizes  for  excellence  shown  in  several  directions.  At 
this  fair  articles  to  illustrate  the  sewing,  the  music,  the  draw- 
ing and  the  handiwork  of  the  pupils  could  be  displayed. 

Last  year's  recommendations,  that  frequent  use  be  made 
of  disinfectants  in  our  roooms,  that  better  ventilating  and 
sanitary  devices  be  used  and  that  the  appearance  of  the  walls 
and  interiors  be  made  more  like  that  of  well  appointed  homes, 
may  well  be  repeated.  The  South  school  needs  repairs  and 
renovation.  I  trust  that  the  citizens  will  not  overlook 
this,  but  will  see  that  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  make  the 
interior  and  the  exterior  of  this  structure  worthy  of  the  town 
of  Lee. 

The  intelligent  assistance  of  the  members  of  the  board, 
the  faithfulness  and  the  loyalty  of  the  teachers,  and  the 
generous  co-operation  of  the  citizens  are  hereby  gratefully 
acknowledged.
